VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Premier Bennett has ap¬ 
pealed for restraint in a 
series of bitter labor-man¬ 
agement battles which he 
says are threatening to 
"take the bloom off the 
boom” in British Columbia. 

The premier sounded the 
warning in Prince George Wed¬ 
nesday during a swing through 
the Northern B.C. interior. His 
atatements follow reports from 
provincial government sources 
that many public projects will 
be curtailed if the province is 
crippled by major strikes this 
y ear. 

"To both labor and manage -1 
ment I say, you have a great 
responsibility not to take the 
bloom off the boom in this 
province,” said Premier Ben¬ 
nett.

“If either side bargains too

l or lockout costs many men 
' their jobs, then the people will 
blame them, and I as premier 
will blame them."

For President 
Achmed Sukarno, the discredited dictator of the Indo¬ 
nesian islands federation, has finally been prevailed 
•upon to accept the advice of the real rulers of the 
-state and to agree to a peace conference, 
a The Malayalan-Indoneslan war was only unde¬ 
clared in the sense that the British-backed government 
at Kuala Lumpur did not take up the challenge 
from Sukarno who swore, when he felt his position 
"sufficiently secure, to crush the upstart neighbor 
•federation. Malaysia took up a defensive position. 
•With more than 50,000 British troops and an ade¬ 
quately formidable sea and air force provided by 
-Great Britain, Malaysia's position was never seriously 
threatened by her numerically far superior enemy, 
. In point of fact, the Malaysians and Indonesians 
'never were real enemies. 

The hostilities were forced upon them by an 
■ambitious, arrogant individual who had visions of an 
•expanding empire, gained by the acquisition of one¬

« Britain cannot withdraw at once, even when the 
•treaty is ratified, but she will be able to cut back her 
commitment materially, and gradually relinquish it 
when Malaysia’s position is secured by friendly rela¬ 
tions with her neighbors and adequate forces and 
•resources of her own to cope with the responsibilities

^tha number of job* available. Aa machines take over 
"many operations, the dvil service nevertheless con¬ 
tinue* to grow. 

* Tbe premier la not alone in his impression that 
-the computer! are falling to displace humans in work, 
.at least In the total picture. The Powell River News, 
# ior example, asks what has happened to automation, 
and where ia the mass unemployment that computers 
"and associated technology advances were to spawn? 
“ In January of this year, it notes, there were 
*6,734,000 Canadians with jobs, an increase of 273,000 
•over one year before. In the five years ending in 
,1965 employment increased by more than 900,000— 
,"For all practical purposes the country has now 
reached a condition of full employment” And this 
“with automatical proceeding apace in business and 
“industry, not to mention government 

■ Another story, or seemingly a different one, comes 
•from Ottawa, where Revenue Minister Benson told 
.the House of Commons about the efficiency of his 
.department in terms of reduction of staff, although 
also (of cheer to the taxpayers) as measured by the 
'reduction of costs. 

* In 1950, Mr. Benson said, the department was 
•handling 3,360,000 income tax returns. In 1965 this 
•number, including both personal and corporate re¬ 
turns, had risen to 6,700,000. In 1950 the permanent 
.staff numbered 10,629. In 1965 It was 5,909, plus 
"about 2,000 persons employed “for a few months 
"when the computer load la at its peak.” In the same 
•period, he said, the cost of collecting $100 in the tax¬ 
ation division had descended from $2.16 to 86 cents. 

* It seems perfectly safe to assume, however, that 
.several thousand men and women who formerly 
worked in the department are not now on the un¬ 
employment shelf, put there by computers and other

1 «,i- 
horrified when he told me this was a 
sure sign of' infection, and that my 
tulips were sure to die. He advised me 
to dig up and burn nl! the affected 
Ulieciment before the trouble spread to 
other plants. 

Fortunately for me and for my 
tulips. I turned chicken at this point 
and didn’t have the heart to follow his 
advice. Those bulbs are still growing 
and healthy and. for my money, even 
more attractive with their crimson 
streaks than the clear yellow kind

“Sporting" is something else again, 
in which a tulip or any other plant 
may suddenly change Its color or habit 
of growth without benefit of virus in¬ 
fection This is believed to be due to 
mutations or changes in the genes, and 
the mechanism of sporting is still some¬ 
thing of a mystery to the plant scien¬ 
tists. It is known that atomic or X-ray 
radiation can induce s|>orting. and cer¬ 
tain chemicals such as colchicine can 
cause a plant to have offspring unlike

in families. For instance. Dame Clara 
Butt produced a sport which was christ¬
